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THE RORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 


A General Summary of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com. 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in the 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? Wepre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories, of all schoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
menune interpretation of Nature and the 
Bible.

Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
aré correlates; matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe. 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, 
with a triunity of specific attributes. God 
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in his perfection and power is the God-Man 
or the Man-God, the Seed of universal 
perpetuity. Jesus the Christ was God Al- 
mighty; the Holy Spirit was the product 
of his transmutation, or the burning of 
his body.

Aries is the love of begetting ; when active in the sex 
plane it is the love of begetting offspring; and when 
active in the lines of industrial commercialism, it is the 
impulser to origination and exploration, and the crea- 
tion of every new thing, for it is the love which leads to 
invention. It is the originating impulse; its mate and 
scientific pole is Libra. Scorpio and Taurus as signs, 
and Aries and Libra as constellations, have been in co- 
ordination for the last passing dispensation; and their 
coordinate functions have been correlated with the 
greatest activities in the progressive civilizations dur- 
ing that time. 

It is well known that Taurus is the bull; and though 
it has not been so generally known that England has 
been called John Bull for this reason, it is nevertheless 
afact. England has also been called the Lion, but this 
is because of other and deeper Zodiacal relations. 
The career of England as a distinctive power and con- 
trolling influence in the world is about consummated. 
This is an unmistakably indicated fact, from the signi- 
fications of the movements of the signs on the ecliptic.

Their coòrdinates, Libra and Scorpio, both 
at the scientific poles of these axes, are also correspond- 
ingly culminating. Scorpio is the sign, signifying the 
science of liberty, as Taurus is the love of liberty. 
Libra is the science of the regulation of production, 
which includes the regulation of both the economics of 
industry and commerce with the distribution of the 
products of industrio-commercial activities. Scorpio, 
the coòrdinate of Taurus, is the science of liberty.

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THE SCIENCE OF THE ATONEMENT. 


The Law of Conjunctive Unity of God and Man as Typified in the 
Rites of the Hebrews.

HE WORD ATONEMENT (at-one-ment) as sym- 
bolically set forth in the ritual and ceremony of 
the Jewish priesthood in their system of sacrifices, im- 
plies the conjunction of the superior spiritual with the 
natural man; in other words, the conjunction or unity 
of God and manas one integral structure. Whether we 
regard the process of conjunctive unity with the Father 
as an essential restoration from a fallen condition, or 
as a contingency of progressive development, the prin- 
ciple is the same. This point is not the one in discus- 
sion. The law of atonement involves the principle of 
sacrifice,—the sacrifice of certain qualities of one plane 
or degree of life that another degree of life may be at- 
tained. It is most unreasonable to suppose that the 
great and good God would institute a ceremony most 
cruel inits very nature, at least as pertaining to the 
lower animal life, simply as presenting a type or figure 
of some essential sacrifice, unless the symbol itself was 
to subserve some specific use inits relation to the higher 
sacrifice and its use, to which it was an index. 

In the exposition of this subject of sacrificial at-one- 
ment, I shall proceed with direct reference toits present- 
ment in the double aspect of symbolism and utilitarian- 
ism. The law of sacrifice has never been understood in 
the church. The reason for this resides in the fact that. 
the world in its precessional progress has never until 
now approximated its genuine scientific attainment. 1 
say genuine scientific attainment, because the distinc- 
tion is intrinsically inevitable, and truly differentiates 
the researches of the mere human, those of the man who 
thinks from the purely human and sensuous plane, from 
those of the God-Man, who thinks from the point of 
view in which the divine infoldment is manifest. 

Wheresoever the Christian system of religion pre- 
vails, we find also the belief that the Jewish system of 
sacrifical offering had direct reference to the Christ as 
the great mediator and sacrificial immolation upon the 
altarof human hopeand human destiny. The Levitical 
priesthood was specifically conjunctive. When Levi 
was born his mother said: Now shall I be conjoined 
to my husband: and because through him she should 
be conjoined to the husband, she called his name Levi. 
The Levitical order implied more than the mere typical 
conjunction manifest in the union of Jacob and Leah: 
It involved the idea of the conjunction of the woman 
who. had been taken out of the man, with the man from 
whom she had been taken. 

— The order of Melchizedek was distinct from the 
Levitical order, and its priestly functions were entirely 
distinct from those of the Levitical priesthood. The

They have been 
promised the protection of their conquerors. They 
are trying to rise in industrial pursuits, and they should 
be protected. 

The custom of the Senate has been to refer an im- 
portant measure that concerns the whole country, that 
is favored by the President, and that is of vital import- 
ance to the far-away nation whose interests are at 
stake, to a subcommitte consisting of a very few in- 
terested persons. Does not this custom endanger the 
interests of the public? In the present case it is seen 
that the most prominent move of the session has been 
to defeat the bill that was needed to help the Filipinos, 
to show our respect for their products, and to proclaim 
our devotion to justice and humanity. It is generally 
suspected and loudly proclaimed that the Filipinos 
have been sacrificed to promote the interests of a clique 
that can be put down and that should be vanquished. 

The best thing that ever happened to these Islanders 
was to put them into the power of a superior race. 
They have such a “superior” sentiment displayed 
toward them in this country, that it certainly seems as 
if they must be speedily converted to Christianity by 
the exhibition. of brotherly kindness so recently shown. 
In behalf of the sugar and tobacco industries, it may be 
said that the same men who pursue their own ends to 
the discomfiture of the entire country, will find their 
market is not hindered by the products from the Philip- 
pines. ; 

The Filipinos have the power to become a great 
nation properly grounded in its commercial attitude: 
and when enlightened by the spirit of a new dispensa- 
tion, they may make rapid strides so as to become one 
of the foremost powers. The selfishness shown by two 
or three Senators reacts upon tbe whole nation. These 
grave and reverend seniors seem to be in need of a new 
president, but their choice will not be that of the entire 
people unless it fall upon the present Chief Magistrate. 
His favor and protection are extended to those whom 
he has rightfully seen as the nation’s wards. They 
should be protected from the avarice of Germany,which 
would not object to the control of their commerce. 
The President is astute enough to see that the begin- 
ning of a great and extended era of prosperity may 
accrue from the Oriental possessions of the United 
States, if their affairs are properly conducted. His 
defeat in the Senate has awakened more interest in the 
Philippines than could have been expected, and it re- 
mains to see whether the United States Senate versus 
Theodore Roosevelt, will result in another defeat when 
the people take up arms in pursuance of their leader’s 
aims. The extension of commerce has begun in this 
country, and is to be encouraged in every direction; 
but in strengthening the hands of the feeble and un- 
developed, the people can do more for themselves in 
the eyes of the world than in tracing the policy of 
selfishness. 

The Filipinos have not been converted to the Prot- 
estant religion. Most of them are Catholics, and in 
their conflicts with the United States they have given 
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an example of the foresight of Korres, who predicted 
long ago that this power in the religious world would 
be brought into a direct issue with the Protestant cause 
in modern times. The future destiny of the Philippines 
is very different from what it might have been, had not 
Admiral Dewey been put intoconflict with the Spaniards 
in the attempt to free Cuba. Who was more of an aid 
in that war than the President? His influence went to 
forward that purpose and to set the new world free from 
the last vestigeof Spanish tyranny. By judicious hand- 
ling the Islanders may become a great adjunct to the 
people they now look to for instruction, for enlighten- 
meat, for commercial help.

HAT HAS KORESHANITY done for the world 
after its promulgation for a term of years?

No other course is left to the working classes. * * We 
will watch every move they make, and in the meantime 
prepare for action.” These are but afew lines from a 
most radical pronunciamento over the signature of 
Eugene V. Debs, and published in and commended by 
Wayland’s Appeal to Reason and other socialistic 
periodicals. 

The Debs manifesto constitutes but one of the omi- 
nous and numerous signs of the times. It is but a sign 
hung out, advertising the business of socialism and of 
all the factions of uprising. Words uttered under such 
circumstances portray the intent of the heart of the 
movement. The workingman may appear peaceful at 
home, reading his socialistic and anarchistic literature; 
the curb-stone socialist may talk of peace and peaceful 
revolution; but under a little agitation the spirit of the 
mob is shown, and the apparently peaceful advocates 
of the theories of many so called economic reformers 
begin to think of guns! And upon the basis of suffi- 
cient excuse, the pent-up force in the hearts of discontent 
will break out and sweep together the elements that are 
destined to constitute the factors of destruction of the 
old order. 


The factors of construction of the new order are of 
a different character. They develop from knowledge of 
the principles of cosmic order and cosmic government. 
There is a science of human anatomy; also a science of 
the anatomy of the cosmos, and likewise a science of the 
anatomy of the righteous society. These branches of 
science are involved in the Koreshan Universology. 
The spirit of Koreshanity is the spirit of peace; it does 
not join forces with the elements of discontent; it does 
not encourage the spirit of the mob nor incite to vio- 
lence.

HE WONDERFUL EVERGLADES of Southern 
Florida are destined to serve magnificent purposes 
entirely beyond the scope of comprehension of the men who 
are now preparing to destroy them. ‘The powers of Des- 
tiny have designs concerning the great watery wilderness 
that are broader in every way than the present scheme to 
drain the area of the Glades or to lower the level of Lake 
Okeechobee. The subject is under considerable agitation 
throughout the state, and the opposition spreads rapidly. 
By some, Governor Broward is looked upon asa great public 
benefactor; by others, as one who, being eager to pose as 
great, seeks to put under way an undertaking, vast in itself 
and withal wholly unconsidered from practical and scientific 
points of view. It is claimed that the term ‘‘drainage of 
the Everglades” is misleading; that it is not the purpose of 
the Governor to dry up the vast area of the region of mys- 
tery; but to extend canals from Jake Okeechobee to the 
Atlantic, the Florida strait, and the Gulf of Mexico. Five 
hundred miles of canal construction are planned; most of 
the canals proposed are mapped through the Everglades 
proper. The canals are supposed to lead off the overflow 
waters of Lake Okeechobee, and’ thus protect lands sur- 
rounding the lake, which are now subject to overflow. 
Those who defend the drainage scheme affirm that no water 
of the Glades proper will be drained; but that the muck 
thrown out from the great ditches on either side will keep 
the water of the Everglades in its own proper area. Let us 
here note that at present the water of the Everglades is in a 
pure state; its purity being due not only to great springs 
derived from underground streams, but also to the circula- 
tion of the water. The water moves mysteriously in various 
directions, and its circulation is the result of causes which 
have conspired to make the Everglades a wonder, a mystery, 
a reservoir of possibility yet undreamed by the world at 
large, or even by the explorers of the region of ‘‘grass 
water.’’ Pure water will be in great demand in the future 
development of Southern Florida. Already artesian wells 
are being driven in many parts of the lower peninsula. 
Strata of water-bearing rock and sand are reached and fre- 
quently underground streams of great pressure are tapped. 
The underground strata and streams have their source of 
supply in Florida’s great natural reservoir. There will be 
many more of these wells; and in time, it will be found that 
great water supplies for developing cities are necessary. 
Here in the interior of South Florida is the greatest and 
finest reservoir in all the world; its water is pure, with 
health-sustaining properties yet unknown to the world. It 
is possible to conduct this water in great mains from the 
Everglades to all the future cities and towns of Southern 
Florida, so that they may be supplied with water for all 
purposes. In time, towns and cities will be built on the 
numerous keys and islands along the Florida coast. Water 
supply will be a question with all of them. Mains from 
the Everglades are a solution of the problem. But if great 
embankments are to be thrown up from five hundred miles 
of parallel canals extending through the Glades, the circula-

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The Open Court of Inquiry.

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The Famous Bedford Canal Experiments. 


“Please give your opinion in the Court 
of Inquiry concerning the subject of the 
enclosed clipping. If true, it knocks out 
the concave theory, in which I believe, 
since you have proved it by experiment. 
I doubt whether the results as recorded 
in the clipping were obtained. In your 
book, the CELLULAR COSMOGONY, you 
have given account of experiments in the 
same Bedford canal, and they proved 
that no bulge or hill of water exists as 
stated in the clipping.” 

The newspaper cutting sent us refers 
to experiments conducted by Prof. A. 
Russell Wallace, under the famous 
Wallace-Hampden wager. Although 
there are inaccuracies in the newspaper 
statements, the facts are stated pretty 
much as actually observed. Three 
stakes were not placed in line over the 
Bedford canal. There were two bridges 
six miles apart, and midway between 
them there was one stake, the height 
of which was equal to the altitude of 
the observers on one bridge and a tar- 
get on the other. The experiment 
was repeated under similar conditions 
from the other bridge. 


Parallax had conducted numerous 
experiments on the Old Bedford level 
or canal. To prove that water is not 
convex, he placed the telescope as 
near the water as possible, viewing tar- 
gets /ouching the water six miles dis- 
tant. These targets he plainly saw at 
that distance; and we have conducted 
numerous experiments of a similar 
character, and know that he told the 
truth. — But Professor Wallace did not 
wish to witness such results. He 
wanted to get thirteen feet above the 
water, and relate points in space. At 
first he placed six stakes in line, but 
obstructions along the canal prevented 
satisfactory views. Then views were 
taken from the bridges, as above noted. 


Now, both Professor Wallace and 
his opponent, John Hampden, a cham- 
pion of the theory of Parallax, met in 
the experiments much more than they 
expected; and they were both mistaken. 
Hampden contended that the water 
was flat, and that the three points 
would show to be in a straight line. 
Wallace contended that the middle one 
would be the ‘‘Azghest.’’ But when the 
telescope was leveled, the point of the 


observer appeared to be the highest; 
the top of the stake lower than the 
cross-hair; and the target on the bridge 
six miles distant, lower than the top 
of the stake; but it is obvious that if 
the telescope had been trained on the 
target itself, by placing the telescope 
out of level, the top of the stake would 
have appeared to be ‘‘above’’ the cross- 
hair. 

Now, the recent experiments of 
Professor Oldham were of a similar na- 
ture, but he used a large telescopic 
camera. So that instead of making 
drawings of the telescopic. field, the 
views were recorded on the negative. 
Again the results were heralded to be 
in favor of the convex idea,—because 
the appearance was that the target on 
the bridge was much ower than the 
top of the stake. But those who have 
written up the popular side of the ex- 
periments, have either intentionally or 
ignorantly failed to mention the fact 
that with the same camera used by 
Professor Oldham, experiments on the 
water similar to those of Parallax, be- 
tween the same bridges, were unmis- 
takably recorded—that is, targets 
touching the water were photographea 
with the telescopic camera (also placed 
near the water), at the distance of six 
wiles. 

We accept the facts of both classes 
of experiments without question. We 
know from the basis of experience in 
experimentation, that the general 
statements are statements of facts, as 
referable to both classes of experi- 
ments. ‘The facts are not in conflict: 
The Zetetics hold that because the tar- 
gets are visible under such conditions, 
over the space of six or more miles, 
the earth is flat. The other class of 
experimenters, observing a target and 
stake at some distance above the water, 
conclude that the water of the canal is 
convex. The water of Bedford canal 
is neither convex nor flat, but concave.

radiant. It is a fact that even the 
display of 1833 was visible mostly in 
North America; and it is also a fact 
that the constellation Leo is in the 
northern hemisphere of the heavens. 
Likewise, meteors of other periods and 
points fall in other parts of the world. 

But meteors very rarely reach the 
earth, the substances being consumed 
in descent. Aerolites, bolides, and 
other meteoric stones of considerable 
size do fall to the earth, and are often 
picked up or excavated, and analyzed. 
The explanation of the fact that me- 
teors of different compositions fall in 
different parts of the earth, is in the 
simple principle of reciprocity between 
the heavens and the earth. Every star 
has its own particular polar point in 
the minerals of the earth. The Milky 
Way is the stellar picture of the mil- 
lions of magnetic points in the earth’s 
old Zodiac, cutting the present solstitial 
colures about 23%°. 

So likewise, every meteor is attracted 
to that part of the earth to which it 
owes its primary origin, or the origin 
of the substances in sublimation which 
precipitate toform the meteor. Thus 
the meteors falling in a given latitude 
may differ radically from meteors fall- 
ing in other latitudes; and the same 
may be said of meteors falling in coun- 
tries having different relations of longi- 
tude. 

The most careful analysis of mete- 
oric stones has never revealed the pres- 
ence of any substance foreign to the 
earth. Apparently new conditions of 
matter have been observed, but analy- 
sis always shows elements with which 
the chemist is acquainted. This is 
proof that the substances of meteors 
have not come from distant space, in 
which it is thought that activities may 
take place productive of states and 
conditions of matter entirely unknown 
tous. Whatever there is in the phys- 
ical heavens finds its source of supply 
in the physical earth; and the earth 
gets back its own in the course of time 


and events.
